v olunteer forces from the South as is 
possible, as they would be better able 
to withstand the dangers of G’uban cli 
mate.

Washington and not Madrid would really 
m ap ou t the policies of tho colonial gov­ 
ernment. 
Fourth. — Finally, the 15 or 
2 0 years’ 
period in which Spain was to hold nom ­ 
inal control while the United States was 
m aintaining a protectorate would give the 
(Julians just the opportunity they need for 
preparing themselves for the responsibili­ 
ties of independence. T ha t t he Unbans are 
now ready for complete self government 
no one believes. They are children. If the 
independence of tho island were secured 
today, endless and hopeless dissensions 
would follow. 
The struggle for the mas 
tery between tho Cubans ¡» roper and tho 
Spanish property holding classes would be 
so savage as always to afford a menace to 
peace. 
But with th» » strong hand of the 
I Til ted States guiding t lie government and 
ever ready to step in to restrain and com ­ 
pel peace it is believed the population could 
h*) gradually fitted for governing them 
selves. 
Whether or not the negotiations for set­ 
tlem ent of the Cuban problem will ever 
come to this 
1 do not k now. 
B u t it look s 
lik o a rational mode of settlement. 
Tho 
objections to it are quite as lik ely to come 
from the insurgents as from Spain, but 
there should be no objections from the 
I nited States if the government is able to 
bring negotiations to that stage. 
It is by 
such methods as these that modern gov 
ernnients attem pt to effect revolutions of 
a peaceful nature in states where disorder 
prevails. 
Instead of tilt* old, semibarbaric 
and heroic method of beginning to shoot 
and k ill till one side or the other cries 
(¡nits, the seieneu of government as we iind 
it today recognizes equities, negotiates for 
settlement, rwirganiz.es gradually, protects 
th*’ interests of all concerned as lu-t possi­ 
ble and changes a people from one nation 
or system to another w it hour tho dreadful 
shock of war.

The case should be set­ 
tled in court, without war, and I’resident 
McKinley has all along h* ped it might be 
Obviously it i* the duty of the United 
States, if of any nation, to mak e the effort 
to reach a peaceful settlement. 
We have 
m>t up the claim that on thiscontim nt our 
will is law. 
We leave to the nations of 
the old world full control of affairs there, 
and wo claim the same rights this side of 
the Atlantic. 
But if we claim this right 
wo m u st meet the responsibilities which 
it entails upon us 
A m ong these respon­ 
sibilities is the adjustm ent of just such 
affairs a* this Uuban rebellion. 
Spain ha* 
lost Cuba because she is not and never was 
tit to govern her, and she m ust get out, 
peaceably if possible, by tho application of 
force, if necessary

it the orn amen tal 
We are most of us un fortun ately fa 
miliar with this un becomin g phase of 
the builder s art, an d our first desire is 
always to replace it by somethin g in 
I letter taste an d style, but too often the 
cost of so doin g is a con sideration , the 
property n ot bein g our own , an d we 
ire obliged to con ten t ourselves by try 
mg ways an d m e a n s of disguisin g its 
uglin ess. 
Sometimes we try to tide over the 
difficulty by usin g draperies, but this 
treatmen t is n ot an un qualified success, 
as there is dan ger of the curtain s catch 
n g fire, an d they have also a won derf ul 
faculty for collectin g dust. 
Jn a bed­ 
room, however, a simple drapery just 
over the shelf, fin ished by a pretty 
trimmin g, will often be an improve­ 
men t an d is quite in expen sive. Fur the 
more importan t rooms it is often advisa­ 
ble to use a wooden casin g, which is 
m a d e to lit over the en tire man telpiece 
an d has quite the appearan ce of a tix-

ture. 
It is, however, made in parts so 
in gen iously fasten ed together that it is 
the simplest operation either to erect it 
or to take it down . In this way the ugly 
iron man tel, so often foun d in the or 
din ury small flat, may he most success­ 
fully disguised, an d if we do n ot care 
to go to the expen se of havin g the eas­ 
in g in real wood, such as mahogan y or 
waln ut, it can he made in pin e an d 
stain ed or pain ted an y color. 
The in offen sive wood 
man telpiece 
may be treated in quite a differen t fash 
ion , as, by makin g some little addition 
to it in the shape of a back or overman 
tel, it. may be improved beyon d recog­ 
n ition . The back should he about 12 or 
I 1 in ches in height, run n in g the len gth 
of the man telpiece, an d it should fin ish 
at tlu' top by a deep moldin g, 
it may 
ho either all on e pan el or it may he 
three, the cen ter on e formin g a frame 
for a mirror or sketch. 
For somethin g 
rather more elaborate there is again the 
small cabin et overman tel, which makes 
a very pretty feature in a drawin g room 
or sittin g room, as it may he used for 
the display of choice hits of chin a 
It 
has latticed glass doors an d is lin ed with 
plush or silk the color of the walls an d 
should he made m proportion to the 
man telpiece, so that it in n o way over­ 
powers but gives character to it. 
Th« ' same idea may be turn ed to use­ 
ful accoun t m the smokin g room by 
makin g the cabin et a smoker's over­ 
man tel. 
In the cen ter there must he a 
cupboard with carved wood doors, in ­ 
ten ded 
for 
storin g the cigar boxes, 
which always require a dry place, an d 
an other upright cupboard of smaller 
mao on the left side forms a receptado 
for tobacco pot an d ash trays, while on 
the opposite side 
a pipe rack an d match 
holder are skillfully devised. 
It is a 
simple con trivan ce an d can he made 
really quite orn amen tal as well as use 
ful. 
Very frequen tly a discolored marble 
man telpiece can he immen sely improved 
by bein g pain ted to resemble the wood 
work of tin ' room, an d by treatin g it in 
this way it is made a much less aggros 
sive feature, an d the addition of a small 
overman tel will preven t it lookin g too 
in sign ifican t.
